Shipping and to come for England, for to dil- 
cover all their villanie , but being there diſcovered 
was apprehended and brought to Juſtice Crocker, 
who {cnt this Informant ro Sir William King , who 
committed him to the Marſhalſea at Limerick,

offering him great Sums of Money to conceal what 
he knew. 

The Popiſh partie , to proſecute their bloody 
intent, did moſt barbarouſly Murther the ſaid 
Keadagh Meagher , who was their Treaſurer, when 
they underſtood he deteſted their defign, and turned 
Proteffant , and was reſolved to diſcover all their 
horrid and bloody deſigns. 

This Informant hath more to diſcover, but firſt 
humbly defires that he may have his Pardon and 
SECUrity.
